We 
have taken into consideration various other factors If it is a valuable 
land, if some wells are there, certainly that land should be avoided 
as far a& possible and some other land even if it is far off from those 
dwellings, has to be preferred. All these things will have to be taken 
into consideration. Not that if a land is adjacent, certainly it has to 
be acquired— that creates so many problems.
